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1 . The Examiner stated in the Final Rejection dated 8/9/2007 in para. 7 that the Examiner found similar support in the provisional 
application (60/191 ,625) to Shiloh. The Examiner in fact carefully read Shiloh's provisional application in order to vefiy it's usefulness as 
prior art since that date (March 23, 2000) is prior to Applicant's earliest date (January 17, 2001). 

2. The Examiner notes Applicant's arugment that Shiloh does not teach or suggest communicating or making commercial transactions in 
a virtual world. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this since Shiloh teaches "Virtunality users will be able to lead a full virtual life on 
the Internet, including both materialistic and spritual aspects, limited only by the extend of their aspriations and imagination." Also, 
"Using your virtual accounts with Virtunality, you will be able to research and shop the internet, receive royalties, do business, etc... without 
disclosing any details linked to your real identity." Further, the "Proposed Model For Virtunality" diagram shows virtual billing address. 

3. The Examiner respectfully has looked at the abstracts of the references AG and AH of re-submitted IDS, but believes there is not 
enough information. The Examiner would preferably like to see the entire disclosures to properly evaluate them. 
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
